History of Football 


Joseph Strutt, historian of English 
sport, in 1801, wrote the following de- 
scription: 


. . an equal number of competitors 
take the field and stand between two 
goals placed at a distance of 80 or 
100 yards the one from the other. the 
Goal is usually made with two sticks 
driven into the ground about two or 
three feet apart. The ball, which is 
commonly made of a blown bladder 
and cased with leather, is delivered 
in the midst of the ground, and the 
object of each party is to drive it 
through the goal of their antagonists, 
which being achieved the game is 
won. ... When the exercise 
becomes exceedingly violent the 
players kick each others shins with- 
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of their limbs. 


It wasn't until recent times, in the early 
19th century that the restrictions 
against running with the ball were 
disregarded. A rugby player tucked the 
ball under his arm instead of kicking it. 
The act was severely censored but won 
favor with the fans. There were no rules 
pe ee for rugby or soccer until finally in 
1863, the London Football Association 
was formed by clubs playing the kick- 
ing game. Rules drafted, carrying the 
ball was forbidden. Then, in 1871, 
rugby players from 17 clubs and three 
schools organized the Rugby Football 
Union and appointed a committee to 
draw up a code based on that in use at 
Rugby School. 


Today, football has changed in many 
ways. The uniforms have changed, the 
rules have varied, and the injuries have 
lessened, but “the thrill of a victory, and 
the agony of defeat,” still remains.

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History Of Basketball 


In the early years, the number of play- 
ers on a team varied according to the 
number in the class and the size of the 
playing surface. At Cornelle University 
in 1892 Ed Hitchcock, Jr., the physical 
director, divided his class of 100, but 
the results were dismal since everyone 
converged upon the ball. In 1894 
teams started to experiment with five 
ona side when the playing surface was 
less than 1,800 sq. ft (167.2 sq m); the 
number rose to seven when the gym- 
nasium measured 3,600 sq ft, and 
back to nine when the playing areas 
exceeded that. In 1895 the number 
was occasionally set at five by mutual 
consent and, two years later, the rules 
stipulated five, and this number has re- 
mained. 


Originally, players had the choice of 
three styles of uniforms: knee-length 
football trousers; jersey tights, as fore- 
runners of today’s uniforms, plus knee 
guards. 


Today, the court size is about the same, 
there is the same number of players, 
five, but the uniforms have a little bit 
more style.
